A RADIO VOICE REPORTS ON HOLLAND 


by ONNO LIEBERT 


The voice of Onno Liebert (left) is well 
known to Dutch radio listeners. Now 25, 
he was an announcer for the big General 
Broadcasting Society of Hilversum, Hol- 
land, for four and a balf years before and 
after the German invasion. Last Decem- 
ber, disguised as a sailor, he escaped by 


ship from the Netherlands to Sweden. From 
Stockholm be made his way slowly by land 
and sea across Russia, Japan and the 
Pacific to the U. S. Recently bis former 
Dutch listeners have begun bearing bis 
familiar voice again over the short-wave 
radio programs of Station WRUL in Boston, 


shore time before I escaped from Holland, I was bicycling with a 

friend near Hilversum when we saw a German and a British plane 
fighting overhead. A few minuces later one of the planes fell and 
crashed some distance away. We peddled as quickly as we could to 
the spot, but were halted by a German soldier several hundred yards 
from the wreck. We tried another road and another German sentry 
stopped us. With our curiosity now fully aroused, we hid our bi- 
cycles, set out by foot and reached a wood from which we could see 
the plane. The insignia on its fuselage was unmistakable. It was 
the black-and-white cross of Germany. 

The next day we decided to have a closer look at the plane. To 
our amazement no German soldiers stopped us. The reason was soon 
apparent: overnight the German plane had become “British.” The 
black-and-white crosses had been removed and the red-white-and- 
blue insignia of the R. A, F. had been painted on in their place. 


Because of the nature of my work I was able to observe other 
ways in which the Nazis tried to crush Dutch resistance and destroy 
Dutch morale. As an announcer for the General Broadcasting Society 
of Holland at Hilversum, I was relatively free to travel about Hol- 
land after the German occupation. 

One day in late June a British warship appeared off the Dutch 
naval base at Den Helder. British Tommies and “Free Dutch” 
marines went ashore in what was, I believe, the first Allied raid on 
German-held territory. That night the R. A. F. bombed the Den Hel- 
der base and drydocks for an hour. Shortly after the British planes 
retired, another group of bombers came over. The German anti- 
aircraft batteries were strangely silent; no scarchlights tried to 
ferret out the attackers. Only the residential districts of Den Helder 
were bombed. The next day the Germans in control of our radio 
station ordered me to drive to Den Helder to make a broadcast on 
the spot of “the civilian damage caused by the R. A. F."" As a Ger- 
man officer accompanied me, I was able to see the damage, but was 
unable to speak to the civilians 

A few days later I met several men from Den Helder privately. 
They said that the bombers which had raided the residential areas 
of Den Helder had been German, not British, and that the Luftwaffe 
had purposely carried out this camouflaged raid in an attempt to 
make the Dutch blame the R. A. F. for their suffering. 

Another trick the Germans use is to park their gasoline trucks in 
the residential streets of towns which have neighboring airdromes. 
When the British damage some of the houses in an attempt co hit 
the trucks, the Germans shrick ‘’murder.’” On two visits to Deven- 
ter last summer I saw a German Red Cross train parked in the middle 
of what was then the only bridge connecting Germany and the 
Netherlands by rail. When the R. A. F. raided this important mili-

tary target, the German press 
cried that the British bombed 
Red Cross trains. 

These tricks have failed ue- 
terly to turn the Dutch against 
the British. In the studio one 
day I spoke with a violinist 
who had lost his sister and 
daughter in a British air raid 
“Te is a tragic personal Joss,” 
he told me, “but our time will 
come to take vengeance on the 
Germans." Then he clenched 
his fists and walked into the 
broadcasting studio. A few 
minutes later I saw him playing 
a litele German ditty over the 
air. 


Our broadcasting station was 
taken over by 30 Germans, 
mostly from the staff of the 
Berliner Rundfunk station, on 
the day after the Dutch Army 
surrendered. With them they 
brought enough transcribed 
programs in Dutch to last two 
weeks, Although none of these 
men had previously been in our

station, the largest in Holland, 
they knew their way around 
perfectly. 

The first order we received 
from our new German bosses 
was to stop all broadcasts of 
music by British, Jewish and 
French composers.” Otherwise 
we were supposed to carry on 
as usual, Our news announcers 
were allowed to continue to 
say whatever they pleased—ex- 
cept that a German soldier al- 
ways walked afew paces behind 
them with his hand on his re- 
volver. As a result my news 
broadcasts were somewhat hes- 
itant. One of the German offi- 
cers, puzzled by the tone of my 
voice, asked me whether I al- 
ways spoke with so little en- 
thusiasm. One of our news 
announcers always cleared his 
throat after reading each claim 
in the German communiques. 
The Germans soon caught on 
to this trick and my friend was 
discharged.

A 
picture of Crown Princess Juli- 
ana and her two children (see 
cut, p. 22), captioned “Never 
speak to me of pity, andsmug- 
gled into the Netherlands, was 
secretly reprinted by the thou- 
sands and distributed every 
where, On the birthday of 
Prince Bernhard, almost every- 
‘one wore a white carnation, the 
Prince's favorite flower. Sailors 
swaggered into cafes with car- 
nations protruding from their 
chest, Dutch Nazis soon 
stopped trying to rip off the 
carnations. Under each flower 
the sailors had concealed a ra- 
zor blade. 


A favorite Gestapo trick was 
to follow Dutchmen as they 
walked down the street, ta 
ing with cach other. The 
Dutchmen were then seized, 
questioned separately and asked 
what they were talking about 
In trying to hide the real sub- 
ject of their conversation, their 
answers naturally differed and 
many Dutchmen were arrested 
in this way at first. Now it isa 
standing rule that whenever 
two Dutchmen are questioned, 
they have been talking about 
their families. For the same 
reason, Hitler isno longer called 
Hitler, but “Jansen,” a sur- 
name as common in Holland as 
Smith in America 


Seyss-Inquart, Hitler's com- 
missar for the Netherlands, is 
called "* Zes—een—kwart’” (liter~ 
ally “'sixand a quarter’). Dutch 
sentiments towards him are re- 
flected in the antics of a Dutch 
comedian who appeared in a 
cabaret show, wearing a hat 
with a ridiculously wide rim. 
When his stooge asked, “Why 
does a small man like you wear 
such a big hat?” the comedian 
replied, “I don’t like it, but I 
have to live under it—it’s not 
my size, it’s zes-een-kwart.”” 

‘After the Germans failed to 
cross the Channel and invade 
Britain, children used to wait 
for the ferries to cross the Y, a 
small strip of water separating 
south from north Amsterdam.

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dren were arrested, the custom 
stopped. I have talked, how- 
ever, with German soldiers, 
whose knowledge of geography 
was so slim that when they 
arrived in the Netherlands they 
expected to invade England 
over a great steel bridge which 
they had been told stretched 
across the English Channel. 


One difficulty in the path of 
civil resistance in Holland, 
where there are many Dutch 
citizens of German extraction, 
is to discover which of these 
hyphenated Dutchmen can be 
trusted. One couple I know, 
living next door to German- 
born neighbors, solved the 
problem in a novel way. Every 
day at 155 p. m. the wife 
shouted to her husband work- 
ing in the garden, “Come in,

dear. It’s almost 2 o'clock." 
As this is the time of a London 
news broadcast, the German- 
born neighbors reported the 
couple to the Gestapo. My 
friends, however, had an air- 
tight alibi: they had no radio. 
But now they knew about their 
Nazi neighbors. 


At first the German troops 
tried to make friends with the 
Dutch. The garrison at Hilver- 
sum, for instance, arranged a 
friendly soccer game with the 
Dutch troops. After 15 minutes 
the game could scarcely be 
called soccer. Instead of kicking 
the ball, Dutch soldiers made 
a point of missing the ball and 
kicking the Germans. Before 
the game was half over, officers 
ran out and stopped the fight. 
When their attempt to make 
friends failed, the Germans 
withdrew the regulars and sent 
in Storm Troopers. These are 
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bitterly hated. They act as 
though they own the country, 
especially the native girls. One 
girl of my acquaintance who 
refused to dance with a Ger- 
man was taken to German head- 
quarters and forced to wash 
and scrub 25 military cars be- 
fore she was released 

When a Durch girl does as- 
sociate with a German, her 
former boy friends write her a 
letter, warning that when Hol- 
land is free again she will p 
dearly, Throughout the nation 
these young men have organ- 
ized themselves into a secret 
society called Les Gueux (“The 
Beggars’’). Recently 43 members 
of this group were arrested and 
18 were shot. The Beggars are 
nevertheless still busy liqui- 
dating Nazis by spiking their 
drinks with sulphuric acid, 
jabbing poisoned pencils into 
Germans in crowds or in thea- 
ters and dropping crystals of 
strychnine, carried under the 
finger nail, into the food the 
Germans eat. 


e 


The Beggars are not the most 
powerful underground group, 
however. This other group, 
which is nameless, commits 
most of the important assassina- 
tions and espionage. With their 
help, British planes land on 
highways at night to pick up 
or drop off a few spies, to fly 
important pro-British Dutch- 
men back to England or to car- 
ry off Nazis as prisoners. Since 
the Gestapo has so far failed to 
earn little, if anything, aboue 
this group, I can only reveal 
one example of their work 

Last summer these patriots 
decided to do away with a 
notorious Dutch Nazi. As a 
decoy, they asked a Dutch girl 
to accept the advances of this 
traitor. For a month he had 
a wonderful time with the girl, 
and one evening he suggested 
that they go boating on a near- 
by lake. The girl readily agreed. 
They rowed out to an island, 
beached the boat and stepped 
ashore. Meanwhile a group of 
patriotic Dutchmen had landed 
by pre-arrangement on another 
side of the island. Feigning an 
excuse, the girl left her ill- 
fated swain, took their boat 
and rowed away. The Nazi was 
trapped alone on the island 
with a group of loyal Dutch- 
men. His body was never found.

Nazi strategists found the 
problem of cutting up Yugoslavia and Greece a de- 
lightful military problem. ‘Their opening moves are 
mapped in detail on the following pages. But the 
over-all plan was as painfully familiar as the pic- 
tures of the Nazi advance at the top of this page.

the last war, received their devout Vice President's 
speech in solemn thoughtfulness. 

This new war, he said, is more than a matter of 
guns and convoys. It is above all a war of the spirit. 
“In order to win the psychological war, the battle of 
nerves, it is vital to define the difference between 
nazism and democracy in such a way that the young 
people of the U. S. are wholeheartedly with us. The 
issue must be drawn not in terms of a short-time 
propaganda but as an everlasting reality. . . . 

“The Nazis drive their people like cattle to the 
slaughter. The democracies, if they are to survive, 
must work out some way which, while holding fast 
to human rights, will at the same time permeate the 
individual souls with a feeling of responsibility so 
that the citizens of a democracy will be as willing to 
give wholehearted, unselfish service as the citizens of 
a totalitarian power. This we can do if, in addition 
to holding firmly to our Bill of Rights, we formu- 
late a Bill of Duties.” 

Breaking the silence of high U. S. and British offi- 
cials about war aims, Vice President Wallace specified 
America’s duties to the world as follows: 1) “The 
Nazi ideology . . . must be socrushed that it can never 
rise.” 2) “There must be worked out an internation- 
al order sufficiently strong to prevent the rise of ag- 
gressor nations.” 3) “The 
next peace must give the 
defeated aggressor nations 
the opportunity to buy raw 
materials and sell manu- 
factured goods without 
discrimination.” 4) “Labor 
and agriculture . . . can 
have jobs and security pro- 
vided the pen ich a 
real one that private initia 
tive feels safe tomoveagain 
as it did from 1860 to 1910. 
Here is Latin America to the south of us ready to go 
through during the next 50 years what the U.S. went 
through from 1860 to 1910... . But such an expan- 
sion will require the most understanding co-operation 
between private and governmental capital. ... Peace 
will bring worldwide chaos unless the U.S. furnishes 
positive leadership.”

Churchill's Warnings. In the ocher sunlight that fil- 
tered through the skylight into a hushed House of 
Commons, Winston Churchill last week rose to speak. 

First he cast a glance in the direction of John G. 
Winant, new U. S. Ambassador seated in the gallery. 
‘Then he proceeded: Egypt, Turkey, the Russian 
Ukraine and the British Isles were all in peril of a 
Hitler spring or summer invasion. The blockade 
against France would be maintained because of the 
leakage of food to the Nazis. The U. S. had sent 
Britain ten 250-ft. Coast Guard cutters, “originally 
designed,” said Churchill slyly, “to enforce Prol 
bition,” but which “will now serve an even higher 
purpose.” 

‘The Prime Minister swung around to the meat of 
his speech. “It will indeed be disastrous,” he said, 
“if the great masses of weapons, made with the toil 
and skill of American hands and at the cost of the 
U.S. .. . were to sink into the depths of the ocean 
and never reach the hard-pressed fighting line. . . . I 
cannot believe it would be found acceptable to the 
proud and resolute people of the United States.” 

‘Then, with a last meaningful glance in the diree- 
tion of Ambassador Winant, the Prime Minister sat 
down.

“The Secretary of the Navy directs that I advise you 
that he feels that movements and presence of British 
warships which may arrive in this country for repairs, 
outfitting, reconditioning or any other purpose should 
not be reported, photographed or broadcast. 

“He will appreciate your co-operation.” 


Signed by Naval district commandants, this “note 
to all newspaper publishers, city editors, reporters, 
news photographic agencies, news magazines, radio 
broadcasting stations and newsreel companies” ar- 
rived in news offices on April 4. 

On the morning of April 6, a British battleship 
with a 20-ft. hole in her side pushed up the Narrows 
of New York Harbor and anchored off Staten Island. 
Passengers at the nearby ferry pier got a good look 
at her and the British ensign flying at her stern. 
‘Thousands of other New Yorkers, including staffmen 
of the German consulate from their offices on the 
Battery, could also see her plainly. Half her crew 
went ashore on liberty, with H. M. §. Malaya 
plainly printed on their caps, In Times Square bars 
they told how they had poured shells into Genoa on 
Feb. 9, turned to convoy duty, been hit by a German 
torpedo on March 20. 

In accordance with Secretary Knox's request, 
most U. S. newspapers refrained from printing a. 

vord or picture of this exciting news, But a few did, 
including the New York Daily News, which sent out. 
its photoplane to take the picture on the opposite 
page. It also printed an accompanying editorial. 
‘Thus the whole long-simmering question of U. 8. 
short-of-war censorship was brought abruptly. to 
boil. 

Slapping indirectly at the offending newspapers, 
Secretary Knox next day issued a statement praising 
those which had kept silent. Slapping directly, 
President Roosevelt chimed agreement with his Sec- 
retary and called the newspaper editorials the lamest 
excuses to get square with their readers he had ever 
ad. But all sides continued to insist that the 
overnment had no thought of imposing compulsory 
censorship, that it would continue to depend on 
“voluntary” self-censorship by news executives. 

On April 10 the New York Daily News elaborated 
its first editorial in another which made sound sense. 
“Our judgment in the Ma- 
laya affair, “was 
that publication of the 
story could do the Allied 
cause no harm. 

‘Our judgment further 
was that it was a story 
which the British wanted 
published. Certainly they 
sent the ship here in the 
most open and publie man- 
ner. For the Germans to 
know that the Malaya, 
though damaged, was going to be fully repaired be- 
yond reach of their bombers and then return to sta~ 
tion was news which would probably injure their 
morale. The news would also lift the British naval 
and civilian morale... . 

“We suggest that a definite official censorship be 
established, to be operated by Army and Navy offi- 
cials. The gentlemen’s agreement, use-your-own- 
judgment business evidently will not work. Judg- 
ments differ, and so do definitions of a gentleman.”

GERMAN AIRPLANES OVER 
GREENLAND LEAD U.S. 10 
TAKE ON ITS PROTECTION 


‘he protecting arm of the U. S. stretched out 1,800 
tiles last week to take in the vast subcontinent of 
Greenland. The agreement was signed in Washington 
Wy Secretary Hull and the Danish Minister to the 
U.S,, acting on his own hook for the captive Govern- 
ment at Copenhagen. In return for guaranteeing 
Greenland’s safety as a Danish colony, the U.S. gets 
the right to build bases and improve harbor facilities, 
possibly for the use of American convoys. 
What caused President Roosevelt to act suddenly 


was the appearance of German bombers over Green- 
land on March 27 and 28. But the interest of at least 
one German air chief in Greenland goes back to 1932. 
Ernst Udet, Germany's daredevil ace of World War 
I, spent that summer in Greenland doing stunt flying 
for a Universal movie called 8.0.5.

A third and somewhat irreverent picture of Mr. Churchill mischievously 
refuses to be forgotten. It is a still life of a plump, middle-aged gentleman 
looking at an array of bottles of whisky, brandy, champagne and liqueurs. 
When he was in America he liked to have his little stock of bottles so ar- 
ranged that he could see it from his bed. 

Mr. Churchill enjoys a drink, I have noticed that it seems to renew his 
strength and energy; it brings a sparkle to his eye and added fire to his 
manner. “You can’t make a good speech on iced water,” I have often 
heard him say. 

At home or on travel, at work or on holiday, Churchill drinks a glass of 
dry sherry at midmorning and a small bottle of claret or Burgundy at 
lunch. To Mr. Churchill a meal without wine is not a meal at all. When he 
is in England he sometimes takes port after lunch, and always after dinner. 
It is at this time that his conversation is most brilliant. In thé late after- 
noon he calls for his first whisky and sod h- 
men he drinks it without ice. He likes a bottle of champagne at dinn 
After the ritual of port, he sips the very finest Napoleon brandy. He may 
have a highball in the course of the e 

Mr. Churchill, though never a heavy eater, is a connoisseur of good food. 
But one cannot exactly call him a gourmet because he has not the gourmet’s 
love of complicated and exotic dishes. 

He enjoys a perfectly done lamb chop and considers soups “‘a good culi 
nary institution.” He is fond of seafood, especially clams and American 
oysters which are larger than those in Europe. When in the U. S., he would 
often build a whole meal around fish. He insists upon having his meat 
roasted, because in roasting none of the juices and none of the flavor is lost. 

“I want some solid, substantial sandwich he once announced to a 
head waiter who was preparing him a picnic lunch. “Get hold of a large 
loaf, and don’t cut the slices too thin—or too thick, either. Trim the crust 
off the edges and put plenty of butter on the bread. Please see to it there's 
enough beef for us to know it’s a beef sandwich. And make cert: 
the beef comes clear to the edge of the bread, I don’t like to bite t 
a sandwich before I can tell what's inside of it. 

All this was rattled off with a very pronounced lisp, which left the unfor- 

tunate waiter completely bewildered. “Never mind,” said Mr. Churchill 
impatiently, when he realized the man had not taken in a word, “bring me 
some paper and a pencil.” And then and there he proceeded to illustrate 
the exact size and thickness of the sandwiches with a series of quick 
le blueprint tecture. 
Il prides him . Asa soldier of the Empire, 
had to prepare a rough-and-ready meal over a campfire. 
he is content to do a cutlet or a sausage to a nice turn over the 
electric grill at Chartwell. But as a mark of esteem for specially privileged 
guests, he will map out with them and cook with his own hands a whole 
dinner. 

Mr. Churchill's love of good living seems to have had absolutely no 
effect on his health other than to add inches to his waistline and his collar- 
band. He has never suffered a pang of indigestion in his life. He is blessed 

th a positively Herculean constitution. In spite of the terrific pace at 
which he has lived, he can proudly state that now in his 60's he is in excel- 
lent physical condition. His blood pressure is practically normal. For 
some strange reason he rather enjoys having it taken.

Sometimes there 
are long halts, during which he patiently sounds out a phrase a dozen 
times, this way and that, making the cigar in his hand serve as a baton to 
punctuate the rhythm of his words. 

It is as a writer that Churchill has earned his living. His father left him 
with a taste for the best of everything and only a small fortune with which 
to gratify it.

Our ex-Ambassador to France says America 


must work harder and take greater risks 


to stop Hitler from conquering the world 


BY WILLIAM C. BULLITT 


(A 8t2t Roman Emperor, Marcus Aurelius—who desired 
peace and all his life had to fight wars—meditating 
on the life of an individual in a time of world disorder, 
wrote: ‘He that knows not what the world is, knows not 
where he is himself." 

Like Marcus Aurelius, an American in this day of world 
disorder can know where he is himself only if he knows 
what the world is. The life of every one of us is being 
changed and will be changed by events in Europe, Asia 
and Africa. Hard as it is to understand and to interpret 
the thousands of facts brought to us cach day by the press 
and the radio, we arc obliged to compel ourselves to under- 
stand them for the guidance of our own lives—and also for 
the guidance of our Government 

We, the people of the U. S., are che masters of our Gov- 
ernment, It exists by our will and for our benefit. Ic is our 
Government as truly as our hands are our hands. Our 
wishes are its wishes. Our energy is its energy. It cannot 
act wisely unless we think wisely. Unless we, as a people, 
understand what the world is, so that we know where we 
stand as a nation, our Government cannot act for us effec- 
tively and in time. Ic is up to us to sce to it that the ren- 
dezvous with destiny which has been forced upon America 
by the totalitarian dictators does nor turn out to be a blind 
date with death. 

We are determined to preserve our independence and our 
Government "‘of the people, by the people, for the people” 
—by peaceful means if possible, by armed force if necessary. 

What threatens our independence and our democracy? 
Germany, Italy and Japan are leagued against us by the 
agreement they signed in Berlin on Sept. 27, 1940. 

Do they really intend to conquer us? 

Germany does. The aim of the Nazis is to establish the 
rule of a German master race over a world of slaves. We 
are a part of that world and among those intended slaves. 

Italy is controlled by Germany. Mussolini entered the 
war as Hitler's accomplice but he is now Hitler's servant 
‘A net of German troops and secret police has been spread 
over the Italian peninsula. The independence that the 
people of Italy won under the leadership of Mazzini, Gari- 
baldi and Cavour has been sacrificed by Mussolini to Hit- 
ler. Italy has become a larger Rumania which will do 
what Hitler wants and permits. 

Japan has begun to carry out her plan to conquer and 
control all China and also Australasia and Eurasia. She 
wants the American Navy to cease to exist. She does not 
want to attack us—yet. But if she sees a chance to elimi- 
nate our Fleet from the Pacific by joining Germany in mak- 
ing war on us under favor- 
able conditions, she will do 


strength enough to curn such a threat into a dark reality. 
Hitler himself is a leader of consummate guile, a master 
manipulator of brate force—a genius of evil—who by dis- 
regarding every principle of honor, decency and mercy, and 
employing propaganda, lies and promises made and never 
kepr, has befuddled one democracy after another and made 
cach one easy prey for his army and air force. So long as 
Hitler remains a conqueror, force and force alone will rule 
the world. He will not stop. He can only be stopped. Until 
he is stopped, he will be a threat to the home, the life and 
the liberty ofevery American—of every freemaneverywhere. 

In addition to the strength of Germany, Hitler controls 
che natural resources and manufacturing power of Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, Denmark, the Nether- 
lands, Belgium, Northern and Western France, Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria. 

His army and his air force in Rumania on the Bessara- 
bian frontier of the Soviet Union are so superior in quality 
to the Soviet forces that Hitler can, if he chooses, invade 
the Ukraine from which the Soviet Union gets its wheat, 
or destroy the oil wells and pipe lines at the eastern end 
of the Black Sea from which the Soviet Union gets its oil. 
As a result, the Soviet dictator, quaking in his Kremlin, 
hoping that the war will end not in peace without victory 
bur in chaos without victory so that he may rule fields of 
dead, is supplying to Hicler wheat, oil, manganese, timber 
and other commodities that the Nazis need for their war 
against the democracies. The Soviet Union is an economic 
arsenal for dictatorship. 

The area from which Hitler can draw supplies, there 
fore, extends now from Spain to the Pacific. In conse- 
quence, the British blockade of Germany, which was so 
effective a weapon against the Kaiser, is annoying to Hit- 
ler but far from facal 

We in the U. S. have not been attacked by Hitler and 
his allies—for one reason and one only: they have not been 
able to get at us. The British have held the Germans and 
Italians on the other side of the Atlantic and the Chinese 
have put up so heroic a fight against the Japanese that 
Japan hesitates to take on a naval war with us in addition 
to her land war in China. 

If Greac Britain should be conquered, we would be in 
danger of immediate attack. Hitler would control all Eur- 
ope, including Ireland and Iceland, and all Africa as well. 
Japan would seize Singapore, Siam, the Dutch East Indies, 
Burma and India. The Chinese armies would be cut off from 
the supplies that now reach them by way of the Burma 
Road, and we should be cut off from our supplies of rubber 
and tin.

would be organized against 
uspolitically, economically 
and militarily by the torali- 
tarian dictators. Only the 
Western Hemisphere would 
remain free—for a moment. 

Hider, in his conquests 
in Europe, has followed the 
strategy of encircling, iso- 
lating and undermining his 
intended victims before at- 
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tacking with military force. His pact with Poland and his seizure 
of Austria were the preliminary encircling steps for his invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. His pact with the Soviet Union was his preliminary 
encircling step for his invasion of Poland. His scizure of Norway, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Belgium, and Northern and Western 
France were encircling steps to prepare the conquest of Great Britain. 
If Europe, Asia and Africa should be in his hands and those of his 
totalitarian allies, he would need to control only a portion of South 
America in order to complete the encirclement of the U. S. 

So long as Great Britain stands and the British Navy controls the 
Adantic, while our Fleet watches in the Pacific, totalitarian forces 
cannot reach the Western Hemisphere. We have a one-ocean navy 
and shall not have a two-ocean navy until 1946; but, while Great 
Britain stands, the existence of the British Navy gives us the prac- 
tical equivalent of a two-ocean navy. 


WHAT THE END OF BRITAIN’S NAVY WOULD MEAN 


If the British Navy should be eliminated, we would be left with 
a one-ocean navy for the: defense of the coastlines of two oceans. 
Under those circumstances, we could not protect both the Pacific 
Coast and the Adlantic Coast of the Western Hemisphere. 

The nations of South America cannot protect themselves against 
attack, Their navies, armies and air forces are small and ill-equipped. 
Moreover, every competent American observer agrees that if Great 
Britain should be conquered several of them would not wish to re- 
sist totalitarianism, but on the contrary would turn totalitarian 
and would seek the economic and military co-operation of the dic 
tators, 

We could not then use our Navy effectively ro prevent a Latin 
American state lying south of the Equator from setting up a toral- 
itarian government and co-operating with Hitler—even if such a 
state should invite Hitler to organize an air force ostensibly for it, on 
its territory. Our Navy would face the Japanese Navy in the Pacific 
and a Hitler-controlled navy in the Atlantic based on Dakar in 
Africa which is much closer to the bulge of Brazil than is our Carib- 
bean base at Guantanamo, 

There is no road or railroad from the U. S. to South America. 
Except by sea, our Army cannot get to South America. We could 
not, therefore, use our Army unless our Navy should be able co open 
and keep open the long sea lanes to the southern portion of this 
Hemisphere—and our Navy could not do that. Our air force could 
not operate effectively against such a toralitarian government in 
South America because we have neither adequate air bases nor 
enough military airplanes. 

We could no doubt defend effectively the portion of South Amer- 
ica which lies north of the Equator—so long as we could keep open 
the Panama Canal. The experience of cities in England has shown, 
however, that no form of effective protection against night bombing 
has yet been devised. And we cannot be sure how long we could 
prevent the destruction of the locks of the Canal by bombers based 
cither on Latin America or on aircraft carriers. Our only sure de- 
fense of this Hemisphere is to keep the dictators at arm’s length on 
the far sides of the Atlantic and Pacific. 

If Europe, Asia, Africa and South America as far north as the 
Equator should be in the hands of the dictators, we would be com- 
pletely encircled and we would face a terrible struggle for our lives. 

Nine-tenths of mankind would be organized against us. The ship- 
building yards and airplane factories controlled by the dictators 
would have a capacity of production many times as great as our 
‘own capacity. 

We should have to organize every phase of life in our country on 
a military basis. The destruction of our export trade would reduce 
disastrously the standard of living of every American, rich and poor. 
Certain sections of our country which are greatly dependent on ex- 
ports—for example the cotton belt—would be ruined. With a crip- 
pled national economy we should have to try to support armaments 
great cnough to enable us to resist all the rest of the world. 

We should be subjected to attack by every form of propaganda 
known to the dictators. Those Americans who are already antici- 
pating che triumph of Hitler and are trying co curry favor with him 
in the hope they may become American gauleiters, would add their 
voices to those of Hitler and Goebbels in urging us to get out of our 
misery and make ourselves “’safe" by accepting “'co-operation”’ with 
the totalitarian states—that is to say, subjection to Hitler's will. 
The Communists—as in France—would work with the Nazis. 

How long under those conditions we could preserve our “'govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, for the people,”’ and our independ- 
ence, no man knows. We do know that we should face as a nation 
sufferings as great as those of Washington's Army at Valley Forge. 

These would be the consequences to us if Great Britain should be 
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Britain. 
The danger of immediate German invasion of Great Britain has 

diminished greatly since the dark days of the Fall of France 

the British had only a few hundred pieces of artillery for the defense 

of the whole United Kingdom. The defense forces in the British 

Isles are now strong and well-equipped. If Hitler should artemp

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off the British Fleet. Along with an escort vessel and a number of torpedo boats, the 
German barges have run up on the beach co disgorge men and tanks. The men have cut 
a path through the barbed-wire defenses and the tanks are coming up a gully which 
makes a break in the cliff, Since the big guns have been silenced and a British fortress 
blasted, the only resistance offered is by the anti-aircraft shells still bursting in the air 
and by a British machine-gun which can be seen spitting fire at the head of the gully 
in the foreground. This terrible scene may become a reality, Mr. Bullite points out, 
unless America can deliver to Britain the food and war supplies necessary for her defense 


is the submarine. The Germans not only have many times the num- 
ber of planes that the British possess, but even now are producing 
greater numbers of warplanes each month than Great Britain and the 
United States combined. 

The amount of merchant tonnage the British control is already 
becoming dangerously low. Cargo after cargo of food, munitions 
and implements of war on the way to Great Britain reaches no har- 
bor but the Atlantic sea floor. Food rations in Great Britain have 
had to be cut. 

What can we do to keep Great Britain from being throttled? 

The popular answer to this question is ““convoy to Great Britai 
During the World War our convoys were amazingly successful and 
our Navy could no doubt convoy now with equal success. But a 
convoy does not mean a few destroyers accompanying a fleet of mer- 
chant ships and, by their mere presence, scaring off submarines and 
airplanes. To convoy means to send and to use destroyers, cruisers, 
aircraft carriers, planes. It means German planes and submarines 
firing and our ships and planes firing back 

Ic means that we should be fighting—although not at war unless 
Hitler should declare war on us. German and Italian armed forces 
fought in Spain and in the Mediterranean against the forces of the 
Spanish Government but neither Germany nor Italy ever was tech- 
nically at war with Spain. The Japanese and Soviet armies suffered 
thousands of casualties in clashes in Mongolia, but neither side called 
the fighting “‘war."’ We have, therefore, totalitarian precedent if

we should convoy, and we might be fighting but not technically at 
war for some time. 

But we have to recognize that the step from fighting to being at 
war is shore, and that from the moment we were at war our commit- 
ment would be unlimited. We would have to use our armed forces— 
all our armed forces—wherever they could be used most effectively 
to defeat the enemy. 

We know what would be the consequences to us if Hitler should 
conquer Great Britain, and if we can prevent the throttling of Great 
Britain only by immediate convoys and deliveries under the Lend- 
Lease Act—F. O. B. Liverpool—we cannot for our own self-preser- 
vation shrink from the risk of war involved 

Only the President and some members of the Cabinet and a few 
Army and Naval officers have all the facts on which to base a sound 
judgment as to the need for convoys now. What cach one of us can 
do is to make it clear to them that we choose to take whatever risks 
ary to keep Hitler from conquering Great Britain and that 
we do not choose to let Great Britain go down and be left by our- 
selves to face alone the united forces of the totalitarian dictators in- 
stalled in Europe, in Asia, in Africa and in South America 

Each one of us can also look squarely at what is before us and act 
as an intelligent patriot. There is no easy way by which we can 
escape from war with Hitler. We cannot get off this planet. He is 
on the same planet—and is after us and all other free peoples.

WE HAVE FRITTERED AWAY OUR TIME 


We might have avoided getting into the position in which we now 
find ourselves if, at the outbreak of the present war on Sept. 1, 1939, 
we had begun to produce airplanes and other implements of defense 
and merchant ships with all possible speed. By this time we should 
have had enough to enable Great Britain to avoid the danger of be- 
ing throttled. We did not produce with any speed at all 

Even after the Fall of France last June, when as a nation we should 
have been able co draw a clear conclusion and to heed the voices 
warning us that we were in deadly peril and that we must produce 
with as great speed as if we were in war, we did not do so. Until 
January of this year it was our policy co superimpose production for 
defense comfortably on the normal business of the country—in spite 
of the fact that we were aware that the same policy had led France 
to defeat and Great Britain to the brink of disaster. We took half 
measures. We talked big but we did not deliver the goods 

We knew last summer that the British wanted us to begin at once 
full-speed construction of 5,000,000 tons of merchant ships. We did 
nor adopt any such program last summer and have begun only re- 
cently to build merchant ships in great numbers. As a result, the 
many merchant ships that should be ready next summer and autumn 
to fill che gaps in the supply line co Great Britain will not be ready 
until 1942. 

Fate never forgives loss of time. Hitler does not wait. Because 
we preferred business as usual to production at war speed, we now 
face convoying with the obvious risk of finding ourselves at war. 

We are where we are today because we have behaved as if there 
were no great urgency. We are still behaving as if there were no

great urgency. We are still thinking of rights not duties, privileges 
not service; ease not danger. 

The right to strike is deeply ingrained in our American tradition. 
The right of a man to do whatever he wishes with his own property 
is equally deeply ingrained. We want to keep both these rights alive. 
But we want much more to keep the U.S. alive. And unless the men 
engaged in every capacity in producing the weapons we need for our 
defense are wise and moderate in the exercise of their rights, we shall 
not be able to keep our nation alive. 

We have had American manufacturers who have refused to take 
war orders from the War Department and the Navy Department be- 
cause they preferred the gains of their usual business. We have had 
employers who have refused to deal reasonably with their employes. 
We have had workers who have struck in defense industries. We 
still have them. 

It is unjust to say that these men are unpatriotic. Aside from a 
few Nazi and Communist agents, they are patriots who behave as if 
they were unpatriotic because they do not realize what their be- 
havior means. They do not feel that America is really in danger. 
But America is in danger—acute danger. And by their behavior 
they are deepening the danger. 

The manufacturers and the workmen of France also behaved as if 
there were no great urgency until the Germans broke through the 
French Army on the Meuse. Then they all set to work at last at full 
speed. In a month they turned out more than twice the number of 
airplanes they had ever produced before. It was too late. Four weeks 
after they really set to work, Paris fell. The manufacturers and the 
workmen of France lost all their rights, and together became slaves 
of the Nazis. 

Neither the manufacturers nor the workmen of France wanted to 
be slaves. Neither wanted to deprive their sons at the front of the 
weapons they needed to defend themselves against the Nazis, but 
they did just those things by not producing the weapons. No Ameri- 
can manufacturer or workman wants to deprive his son or his 
friend’s son of the weapons he will need to defend his life, his home 
and his country. But how many are doing just that? 

Each one of us in his own home and his own community can serve 
America now not only by working at full speed but also by causing 
others to realize the tragic face that our nation is in peril. Never in our 
history has there been more truth in Benjamin Franklin's saying: “We 
must all hang together, or assuredly we shall all hang separately.””

Only 16 tatte 
were still with Lee when he laid down h 
arms in the spring of 1863 
A decade later the Blues, once again 
magnificent in their baroque uniforms, had 
ined their strength and status in Rich- 
d's social life, ‘They served with the 
Army of Occupation in Cuba at the 
end of the Spanish-American War and went 
to France with the A. E. F. in 1918, ro:
